The house held a brief, early ses­ 
sion today. 
The senate did not meet. 
Sentiment in both houses contin­

language question. 
When the 
Negley 
bill, passed 
by the house 
Thursday reaches the -enate, it is ex­ 
pected to lie amended or changed so 
a- to prevent u-o of any language 
other than English in instruction in 
all grade schools of tin* state. 
Fifforts to kill the Kimmel oil in ­

Practically all the con­ 
ferees have agreed that this is the 
mast vital problem before them. 
The world is now* iii a state of 
-tagnation. 
Industries 
everywhere 
arc awaiting the actual signing of 
peace and the growing unrest and 
uncertainty in many countries can 
lie traced directly to economic con­ 
ditions. 
Semi-official 
reports from 
G er­ 
many* 
indicate 
that 
country 
has 
enough food 
to last until 
M arch. 
New* crops will not he available be­ 
fore June. 
Conditions of 
actual 
starvation may 
prevail and 
bring 
about 
serious disturbances 
unless 
-teps are taken to meet this situ a­ 
tion. 
A preliminary 
peace would 
correct these conditions. 
That 
sonic such program 
will lie 
partially 
arranged under 
the new 
provisions for extension of the ar- 
mi-tice i- hinted at in certain offi­ 
cial quarters. 
These would be pre­ 
sented to the Germans by M ar-hal 
Foch at Treves, Monday. 
Considerable additional w*ork must 
be done to perfect the plan, however, 
arid toward thi- end and the newly 
created supreme

will oj>erate closely with the supreme 
war council and it is expected that 
further requirements from Germany 
will develop a s the armistice is re­ 
newed from time to time, resulting

There is some disposition, though, 
to make this process a matter o f im­ 
mediate accomplishment, rather than 
extendending it;

The principal opjKisition to less­

who fear

might gain if she were permitted to 
obtain plenty of raw* materials. They 
also dislike to take a chance on G er­

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WORLD CONSTITUTION* 
International co-operation is the 
underlying motive of the world con­ 
stitution presented Friday by Presi­ 
dent 
Wilton 
before 
the 
general 
peace congress 
It I* towards this 
goal that 
the mo*t 
advanced n a ­ 
tions of the world have been striv­ 
ing tor years. 
Co-operation is the 
pretention of war-. 
Co-operation 
is the forward step toward- arb itra­ 
tion of international disputes and 
the golden day when there -hall lie 
no more war- can only come when 
nations are willing to abide by arbit­ 
ration. 
The constitution is devoted main­ 
ly to methods which will make future 
war impossible. 
While no 
police 
farce 
is 
provided, 
the 
signatory 
powers agree that the armament of 
the member nation.- -hall be reduced 
to the point that is consistent with 
national safety. 
It is further p ro­ 
vided that in ca>e a dispute should 
arise 
between 
two 
nations 
they 
shall first submit their difference* 
to the executive council before co­ 
ing to war and then not until three 
months after the decision oc 
the 
arbitration board is given. 
The league of nation- holds unto 
itself stringent measures for dealing 
with any nation that goo* to war 
contrary to the decision of the ex­ 
ecutive council and the arbitration 
board. 
Economic 
blockades 
are 
provided 
and other measure* u n ­ 
agreed to which would place such a 
nation in 
an awkward position 
in 
conducting its conflict. 
Other points 
which have 
to do 
with international relations are also 
provided for in the constitution. The 
league recognizes that unity is es­ 
sential. 
Freedom 
of transit 
and 
equitable treatment 
for the 
com­ 
merce of all nations which are mem­ 
bers of the league is specified in one 
article. 
A permanent 
bureau of 
labor is to be maintained under the 
terms of another article. 
From time 
to time 
other conditions 
affecting 
the member 
nations may 
be em­ 
bodied in 
the constitution. 
P ro ­ 
vision is made that amendments may 


he adopted upon two-thirds vote of 
the membern. 
This is the world’s first attempt 
at a republic of world powers, The 
principle of 
democracy has 
made 
wonderful strides 
since the 
dark 
days of 1914. 
Thrones have been 
destroyed and crowns have toppled 
before the onrushing sweep of tin 
nev republican idea of self govern­ 
ment. 
The league of nations is the 
cry-damnation of this sentiment and 
as a 
world organization 
becomes 
one of unlimited power and author­ 
ity which can Fe directed for the 
advancement and 'the progress of 
humanity._________________ 


The se-sion of the Indiana legisla­ 
ture i- more than one half completed

Since there were so many changes during these years, most 
modern Jacobean furniture is so-called because of embracing per­ 
haps one old characteristic of original Jacobean which has been 
emphasized or exaggerated in the modern re-creation. 
As polit­ 
ical tendencies changed, so did designing and artistic tendencies 
changed and fo r that reason less definite lines may be drawn when 
describing Jacobean furniture. 


The most typical peculiarities of this period however, may be 
said to be bulbous legs, bun or ball feet turned and spiral or 
twisted legs, and carvings of a rather intricate nature.

From Study. 


Horace Ellis, -date superintendent 
of public instruction, issues the fol­ 
lowing 
statement 
relative 
to 
the 
German language bill: 
"The public schools of Indiana are 
designed to serve a national need as 
well as to conserve state and com­ 
munity necessities. 
The course of 
-dudv prepared by the -tate board ot 
education seeks to satisfy both ot 
these high demands. 
"Entering into the first item, na­ 
tional need, 
as it> most 
important 
factor, is the begetting anti the fo s­ 
tering o f a national spirit, which at 
all times and under all circumstances 
shall be singularly American. 
W is­ 
dom suggests the omission from our 
Indiana courses of study of any fac­ 
tor which shall, even in any small de­ 
gree. militate against the American 
conceptions 
of government. 
That 
the German language, with its inci­ 
dental study of German history and 
German literature, tends mightily to 
degrade American ideals may not be 
questioned, 
for 
mod**! ii 
German 
ideals, as set forth in modern Ger­ 
man history and literature— which 
would inevitably be the food of re­ 
flection 
for those 
who pursue 
the 
German 
language— stand diametri­ 
cally opposed to American ideals. 
I, 
therefore, heartily approve, on the 
basis of pure Americanism, the at­ 
tempts of our Legislature to elimi­ 
nate from all the elementary schools 
bf our 
state this useless 
thing we 
call the German language. 
"Experience has shown that few 
practical 
advantages to 
the com­ 
munity and to the commonwealth are 
derived from the study of German in 
our elementary schools, I personally 
believe no''* avantage whatever is ad­ 
ded which could not be secured from 
the study of some other subject. 
Of 
all the thousands of young people in 
our schools who have been beguiled 
into the study of German with the 
thought 
that it is a 
practical lan­ 
guage. examination reveals the tact 
that 
they 
are 
not 
equipped for 
beyond 
those other students who
